Marblehead  hadn't  been  scored  on  except  by 
a  champion  contender,  Gloucester.  Other 
well-played  games  were:  Amesbury  7-6, 
Lexington  6-0,  and  Reading  20-12. 

Captain  "Billy"  Rutherford  was  injured 
earlier  in  the  season,  and  his  loss  for  a  time 
was  unfortunate.    His  performances  in  the 


Lexington  and  Amesbury  games  were  com- 
mendable, along  with  the  spirit  and  lift  he 
gave  to  the  team. 

The  innovation  of  the  single-wing  forma- 
tion, along  with  the  T  formation  should 
provide  a  strong  scoring  punch  for  next  fall. 
According  to  head  coach  Gordon  Connor, 
assistant  coaches  McClean,  MacFarland,  and 
Stevenson,  the  outlook  is  bright.

Winthrop  High's  1950  basketball  squad,  though 
failing  to  capture  the  Northeastern  Conference 
crown  for  the  first  time  in  six  years,  completed 
their  season  with  a  highly  creditable  record  of  ten 
wins  and  four  losses.  Two  games,  one  with  the 
Alumni  and  the  other  with  Saugus,  were  cancelled. 

Winthrop's  Conference  record  was  6-3,  the  big 
jinx  being  the  eventual  winner,  Marblehead,  who 
was  the  only  team  to  defeat  the  locals  twice.  The 
other  loss  was  a  heartbreaking  34-33  setback  at 
Swampscott,  but  on  the  home  court  Winthrop 
throttled  the  Sculpins  with  a  37-29  defeat.
